TOURISTS, “ILLEGALS” 
PROVIDE DISTORTED 
PICTURE 

The people of the United States 
and Mexico do not have a very 
good opinion of each other. The 
two countries, which exchange 
millions of visitors each year, 
have poor impressions of their 
neighbors. 

The Mexican views the tourists 
from the U.S. as ill-mannered, ec¬ 
centric. boastful and disrespectful 
of tradilin. In the U.S., people see 
the Mexican as lazy, ignorant and 
lacking ambition. 

This stereotyping of each other 
comes from the opinion that is 
formed by the prevelent social 
condition in which each national 
group sees each other. 

The American traveler to Mex¬ 
ico normally is there as a tourist 
“to have a good time.'' His im¬ 
pression of the Mexican culture— 
is a happy-go-lucky one. of te¬ 
quila drinking and dancing to 
Spanish music on a table top. with 
a rose between the teeth. 

To be in the proper spirit, the 
turist dresses in loud, “out-of- 
10 sight" clothes, which makes the 


conservatively dressed Mexican 
shake his head or look at him or 
her with disbelief. _ > 

The Mexican visitor to this 
country, oh the other hand, may 
be here illegally and is primarily , 
from the less educated class. He 
is seeking work in agriculture and 
other jobs requiring little or no 
skills. Because of his lack of train¬ 
ing, he is often unemployed and 
dependent on public assistance. 

His low economic status forces 
him to gravitate to the blighted 
neighborhoods already crowded 
with his paisanos, thus giving the 
casual observer the impression 
that the Mexican is dirty and 
lacks ambition. 

ThL concept is further aggra¬ 
vated by the large number of 
illegal aliens entering the U.S. 
every year from Mexico. In the 
bracero program’s final year, 
border police sent back 500,000 
alines. Last year, they stopped no 
fewer than 600,000, and patrol¬ 
men say that for every person ap¬ 
pended, five to 10 get through. 

U. S. authorities estimate that 
as many as 3 million illegal aliens 
mav now be living and working 
in the U.S. 

Although the incidence of po- 
verty in Mexico is still high, the 
middle class constitutes a large 
percentage of the population. 
This middle class has developed a f 
modern and strong Mexico that 
has become a political and indus¬ 
trial leader in this hemisphere. 

It is unfortunate, therefore, that 
both national groups do not see 
each other under more normal 
circumstances which would pre¬ 
sent a better picture of their mem¬ 
bers.

big surprises, this certainly is one 
of them. An auto mechanic with 
* a flair for writing telling us about 
his experiences, professional and 
i otherwise. 

Mr. Bitschkus (whose full name 
is Immo Bitschkus Ramirez) lays 
open for the reader’s benefit his 
10-year experience in the busi¬ 
ness, with some good advices for 
professionals as well as for cus¬ 
tomers. 

The book is fully illustrated by 
no other than the very author (I 
didn't know mechanics could 
draw that well!). It makes de¬ 
lightful reading. It is also full of 
anecodtes. Like, the author 
chasing a young drug addict to 
regain his stolen impact gun up 
and around a tough San Fran- 
, cisco neighbodhood in the Mission 
District; or his unhappy venture 
with a Patent “Research” Com¬ 
pany ... In “What Car Should 
I Buy?” the common owner can 
pretty much profit from valuable 
tips and he has some good points 
to say about Datsuns, Toyotas and 
Hondas that you may be in¬ 
terested in reading. He covers the 
controversial retrofit smog devices 
required on cars from 1955 thru 
190*s models and what these de¬ 
vices do to your engine. But I got 


the biggest laugh when I came to 
“Customers’ Diagnosis.” It is ridi¬ 
culous how little some of us know 
about our cars! 

He asserts that Detroit’s ten¬ 
dency nowadays is to use cheaper 
materials, approve poorer designs 
. . and are forever overcrowd¬ 
ing their vehicles with an ever- 
increasing array of unnecessary 
junk.” He w r arns us to keep an 
eye on the oil companies and what 
they’re doing. And he may be 
right. Have you noticed how 7 
many service stations are closing 
dowrn their pumping AND repair 
facilities? 

In conclusion he demands from 
manufacturers something that 
seems quite logic; that replaceable 
parts be made replaceable, adjust¬ 
able settings he adjustable, in¬ 
structions decals made readable, 
timing marks he spottable. parts 
be reachable . . . etc., etc.
